GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor of submitting for your con- 
deration the Second Annual Report from this office, relating to 
e publie schools of Montana for the scholastic year, ending 
ugust 31st, 1880, with an abstract of supplemental reports 
equired by law to be made on or before the fifteenth day of 
ecember of each year. 
At the same time I beg to lay before you the report from this 
fice for the year 1879, containing comparative statistical tables, 
ompiled from all previous school reports for the Territory of 
Montana, with plans and suggestions for improvements in our 
ublic school system. 

Much delay has occurréd in the preparation of this report, 
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the cause of which I desire to statein explanation of the la 
ness ofits appearance. This office necessarily depends for da 
upon the County School Superintendents. , Many of these w 
unusually late this year in making their first report, due 
October, so that on the first day of December six counties h 
not been heard from. I addressed the delinquents at this da 
a second note of inquiry. On the first day of January th 
were still two important counties from which no report had b 
received. Again I asked for an explanation, and, also, notifi 
the Board of County Commissioners in accordance with sec. j 
Mont. School Law. On the 12th day of January I received i 
last of the two reports due in October; but in the meantime, t 
supplemental reports, due on or before the 15th day of Dece 
ber, had not all come to hand, the last not arriving until! 
. 15th day of January. These delays work an injury to the 

port from this office in many ways, nof the least of which 
that there is no time left to have corrected the evident err 
and inconsistencies that may, and frequently do, appear on 
face of the county réport. The difficulty, in many instant 
lies beyond the control of the county officer, but could eas 
be corrected by proper legislation, without hardship to any o 
Cuder date of January 5th the County Superintendent of B 
erhead County writes. “In regard to my being tardy, in 
furnishing my reports as required, I have this to say, that wl 
my incomplete reports are forwarded, which will be in a day 
two, I will furnish you witha good explanation. I am fu 
convinced that our school law should be changed.” Agai 
under date of January 11th, he writes: ‘I herewith inclose: 
report of schools ior Beaverhead County. My other repo 
(supplemental) will soon follow, though I cannot make it un 
the treasurer makes his report tome. This report I forw 
you, could. not have been made any earlier with any accu! 
whatever. No yearinthe period of my holding office hay 
received the reports of the Trustees of all the districts, 
districts have failed this year. It was the same way last ye 
and under the present system they will so continue to be d 
liet, ete.” 


Notwithstanding these vexatious delays, every county isn 
included in the statistical tables that follow, although eviden 
of error are too frequent. In all such cases I have made a f 
note, so that the effect of the error may be estimated. 
showing and observations made afford abundant evidence 
growth in school population, in the number and equipment 
school-houses, in school réventues, and in the rapid and satisi 
tory advancement made in our best graded schools. 

I wish to present in this report, however, the manifest fai 
and disadvantages trom which our public schools now sufi 
and are likely to suffer still more severely in the near futu 
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e paramount needs for the *stablishment and success of a 
stem of schools are: 

1,—Educated, competent téachers. : 

9.——À yearly school term of not less than five months mini- 
um duration. 

Other conditions are essential, but with these two added, our 
hools may all be made good schools. With inferior teachers 
d shorter terms we may still have schools, but they are quite 
'e to be poor schools. . 


THE TEACHER. 


* 


Since so much depends upon securing good teachers, our 
ethods of selection are worthy of consideration. As the 
acher, so the school, has become an adage. It is self-evident 
at we cannot afford to experiment with the scapelings who 
nt to become teachers because they fail in all other pursuits. 
“quack” in our sick-rooms to prescribe for us medicine, is 
under in philosophy and better in economy, than the scape- 
gin our-school-rooms to prescribe education for our youth. 
There must be instituted à competent test of fitness before the 
cher is admitted to practice, and after he is admitted there 
ould be a rigid inspection of his work. For this purpose the 
w provides certain school officers.

THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


In Montana ten officers, called County Superintendents are 
legated with the authority to examine teachers and superin- 
nd one hundred and fifty-three schools. No qualifications, 
atever, are required of them. They are neither eminent as 
chers, men .of letters, nor school experts. ‘Thus the blind, 
ucationally; are made leaders of those who see. Four super- 
tendents—one. principal and three subordinates—are enough 
do excellent and thorough work in supervision, for all the 
blie schools of Montana as; now constituted. Why employ 
n, when three are enough? I suppose because they are 
unty Superintendents rather than School Superintendents. 
ow, Instead of useless, impracticable sinecures, give us super- 
endents for our schools. Give usa few men of brains, well 
ucated and eminent in teaching ability, or educational ex- 
ris, and pay the few instead of the many. Let us use the 
siness sense in school supervision at large, that is used in 
wn and city school supervision. Observe thatin these success- 
experiments, the superintendent does not hold his place by 
rue of havi = the Keys of the Treasury in his pocket.

LL 
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DISTRICT RECORDS AND REPORTS. 


Revision is needed at both extremes of our system for securi 
school statistics. Theloose, cateless, unsystematie way in whi 
district accounts are too often kept renders an intelligent rep 
quite impossible. The district clerk should be made resp 
sible, in some effective way, for the faithful performance of 
duties. In this office may be found the beginnings of all 
difficulties, absurdities and errors that confuse the school rep 
Now it is proper to recognize the fact that the office is oft 


and properly perform clerical work. They need, and sho 
have, the help of the Superintendent. With a little assista 
in getting the accounts started right, and a little’ oversight, 
difficulties would vanish. Our school supervision to be eff 
ive must be made to reinforce, strengthen and correct the w 
places, as well as to find fault with them. Much of the sch 
report is based on the teacher's report. This report of the tea 
er should be filed each month with the district clerk, before t 
warrant for pay is drawn. If the Register is properly kept 
the teacher, and the monthly abstract therein provided is pos 
up, it would not require ten minutes for the teacher to fill up 
report each month. from this abstract. Require him to pre 
this report every time he asks for his pay, and we shall har 
beginning on which we can build faithful statements concern 
our schools. Referring again to the letter from the Supe 
tendent of Beaverhead county, making excuse for his failur 
report, I quote: t Few teachers report to me.‘ Even the 
who taught at this place failed to make reports, and there is 
teacher's report for the last year in Glendale district?’ It 
need no further argument to show that if exact and reli 
statements of our school work, and of the receipts and expe 
itures of moneys for its promotion, are desirable, we must 
mand and enforce a more responsible management. Ih 
prepared new blank forms ior the Trustees’ Reports, s! 
ing 2 balanced statement of receipts and expenditures. 
order to properly fill up the blank, the district clerk, 
should be required to make the report, must keep a book 
count. Infact, the financial siptement required by the b 
is itself a transcript from the disthict books. I trust that rel 
in this matter may be speedily inaugurated, so that we may 
just where and how the school money goes. 


EDUCATIONAL MEETINGS.

Of meetings, called for the purpose of improving the qui 
of our school work. there has been too few during tho last y 
There was a time when teaeher's institutes were conduete 
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eral counties. -All but Deer Lodge county seem to hgve 
opped into apathy on this subject. The mestings in this 
unty have always been well attended and quite-enthnusiasic. 
annot resist the conclusion that the wholesome publié senti- 
ntin this county; evidenced by the five mills levy for school 
rposes (in which for the last year it stands alone) and in 
her ways made manifest, is due in some degree, to the admir- 
le spirit of listening to educational talk, and taking part in 
ucational discussions. A real interest in the subject is sure 
manifest itself in public expression. Of two communities, 
th contributing liberally of money for the support of schools 
fhe one with apathy, the other with zeal—it will not take long 
decide which. will outstrip the other in real educational 
yancement. ‘ 


The annual Institute for Deer Lodge county met at Butte 
ty, March 15th, 1880,, and continued in session five days. 
e attendance of teachers was good, and the proceedings 
roughout were spirited and profitable. The public spirit 
anifested was both a surprise and an ovation to the teachers. 
t tlie evening sessions the largest hall in the city was densely 


owded, and a sustained interest was manifested throughout 


e entire week. 

An educational convention, having for its main object the dis- 
ssion of reform measures for the School Law, met‘at Helena 
nuary 4th, 1881, at the call of the Territorial Superintendent, 
ntinuing in session three days. Forty teachers and superin- 
ndents were present, besides other friends of the cause. Heavy 
ow storms, blockading the roads, prevented many, who had 
gnified their intention to be present. “Several of the teachers. 
aveled more than one hundred miles to get to the convention. 
his council,after earnest discussion, adopted, substantially, 
e following recommendations to the Legislature of Montana: 


1.—That instead of County Superintendents there be elected 
School Superintendent in each Council District. 


2.—That the several District Superintendents, with the Terri- 
rial Superintendent, constifute a council to prepare rules, 
egulations and questions for teachers’ examinations, recom- 
lend necessary changes in the school law, and do whatever else 
rtains to the interest of education in the Territory. 
J.—That all School Superintendents be sufficiently paid to 
evote their whole service to the duties required of them. 

4 —That the District Superintendent with two teachers select- 
d by him in each county, constitute a County Board for the 
xamination of teachers and granting of certificates. 

5.—That the school district clerks, instead of the trustees, be . 
equired to make reports to the District Superintendents. 


* 
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. 6.—That the oath in school elections be made the same as} 

general elections. , . 

7.—That terfper cent. of the school fund be divided. equally 
among the districts, ànd the remainder according to the scho 
census. 

8.—That school trustees be elected on the first Saturdayi 
April. i 

9.—That the minimum school term in a year be established 
four months. : 

10.—That the minimum rate of county school tax be increase 
one mill on the dollar. 


11.—That of the Territorial taxes and licences, one mill of th 
three mills now levied, and one-fourth of all licenses collect 
be set apart for five years for the purpose of creating and esta 
lishing a permanent University fund. 


The above contains theimpartial substance, in condensed for 
ol the conclusions of the convention. I most heartily conew 
in all these recommendations; and confidently believe they wil 
receive favorable consideration by yonr honorable body. In m 
opinion these recommendations embrace the principal salier 
features of reform that the school law needs. They should k 
embodied, in substance, in a revision of the present law, wit 
such necessary additions and details as would make them prat 
tically effective. With the present system of supervisio 
changed to the plan proposed; the minimum county tax increa 
ed, and the school term lengthened, proportionally; the grant 
ing of teachers’ certificates equalized, unified and dignified b 
emanating froma board of qualified educators, I believe thi 
value and efficiency of our public schools, exceptin large towns 
would be doubled. And this opinion is based on observatio 
and much thought. 


PUBLICATION OF THE SCHOOL LAW. 


Copies of the School *Law are in frequent demand by scho 
officers which this office cannot supply. The importance 06 
placing a copy in the hands of every school officer need hardly 
be urged, and considering the rapid organization of new districts 
the need of publishing the law with the present report, will, 
think, be conceded. With this end in view it has been left ut 
bound for the present. Seven hundred copies, the maximu 
number allowed by law for the report, are not enough. Las 
year I had one thousand copies printed—three hundred at m 
own expense—and all except the copies nowin your hands, we 
exhausted by the home demand and exchange whith the States 
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SCHOOL STATISTICS. 
SCHOOL POPULATION. 


The tables exhibit a gratifying increase in school population. 
ndin financial resources. Last year (1879) the school census 
ndicated a gain of 1164 school population, and this year (1880) 
hows a gain of 1338. The accession for the last year alone 
vould furnish numbers sufficient for forty additional schools. 
this rapid rate of increase points to the necessity for larger 
upplies of blanks, school registers, etc. The presentmaximum 
wlowance of $200 for various expenses, including printing, is 
not sufficient to meet the prospective demands upon this office 
or the next two years. f 


5 SCHOOL REVENUES. 


The increase in the school revenues keeps pace with the growth 
fthe Territory in material wealth. In 1879 the school reve- 
ues from all sources amounted to the sum of $66,401 33. For 
the scholastic year ending August 31st, 1880, the total school 
evenues amount to $78,729 94. The increase for the last year 
hus appears to be $12,328 61, which must not, however, be re- ` 
rded as au indication of more liberal expenditure on public 
ehools. The constant demand for more school-houses of a bet- 
r class, more and better school furniture, together with the 
nereased cost of tuition which the new school population im- 
lies, leavesit doubtful whether our schools are as well support- 
dasformerly. Indeed, the statistics indicate, thatin at least 
ne vital condition of success—length of school terms—there 
has been a loss during the last year. 


SHORT SCHOOL TERMS. 


The average duration of schools in the Territory during the 
school year ending August 31st, 1880, is but ninety:six days. 
The previous year the average duration in days was one hundred 
and-five. Here appears a loss of a kind we can least afford. 
Ninety-six days in school, it ever so well improved, are no sut- 
ficient counterpoise for two hundred and sixty-niné days out of 
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school. Butthe case is much worse han this showing. In 
der to make the average days of school ninety-six, all the lar 
graded schools with terms twice that long, go into the calcu 
tion, leaving the majority of our schools with the minimu 
term of sixty days. Then the per cent. of attendance sho 
that only sixty-three per cent. of those enrolled are in dai 
attendance. All this goes to show that half the pupils enro 
in the rural districts attend school less than forty days ea 
year; leaving them out of school eight-ninths of their time. 
view of their limited sehool life how can they be educated 
this rate? 


RATE OF TAXATION. 


The average rate for the last school year is 8.6 mills. This 
close down to the minimum whichis fixed at3 mills. Fi 
counties levied but three mills; four counties levied 4 mills; a 
but one, Deer Lodge, levied 5 mills. The minimum rate nec 
sitates the minimum term in all the rural districts, and the 
fore the first step toward. securing longer terms of school requi 
that the maximum rate be made 4 mills. This, with the aid 
the principle of division of a part of the county sch 
fund on the basis of districts, would enable the schools n 
rendered conspieuously inefficient by reason of the short te 
to have five months of school in the year, which is the 1 
yearly term that should be recognized under a system of pt 
instruetion. 


SMALL SCHOOL DISTRICTS.

The tendency to unnecessarily divide districts into small s 
graphical areas is inimical to the interests of public educati 
and should be guarded against by our school legislation. 
great gain to be secured in efficiency and in economy by mas 
the pupils, was pointed out in my report of last year under 
headline of “Helpfulness in Ünion"" to which I refer for 
ther consideration of this topic. 


SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL-IIOUSES. 


In the number of publie schools, a gain of 21 is shown by 
statisties for this year. f these, 9 are rooms in graded sch 
and 12 are ungraded schools. Sucha gain by so large a Te

y may seem insignificant when considered apart from the 
hole number, but itis found to be sixteen per cent. of the 
tal number reported last year. The whole number in the Ter- 
tory is now 153, of which 34 are rooms in graded schools, and 
19 are ungraded. schools. 

The total number of school-houses reported this year is 119. 
st year there were 99. A gain of 20 is thus indicated for the

The total.value of school houses last year was $99,344 60. 
his year $118,912 45. This shows a gain of 819,567 85 in the 
alue of school-houses during the school year. A tendency to 
uld better houses and to furnish them with the most approved 
ating, as well as to ornament the interior walls with choice 
ictures and decorations, is notable in the districts where pub- 
¢ sentiment is most advanced. 

The statistical tables in the new form here presented, will be 
und to be replete in details and easily understood. No pains 
ave been spared to sift and prove the figures to as great a de- 
ree of accuracy as the data furnished by County Superintend- 
nts’ reports would admit. J invite attention to them for fur- 
er indications of the results attained by our public schools.

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AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR A SYSTEM OF COMMON SCHOOLIS,

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
Montana: 


SECTION 1. A Superintendent of Public Instruction shall 
appointed by the Governor by and with the advice and cons 
of the Legislative Council, and shall enter upon the duties 
his office on or before the twentieth day after his appointm 
and. shall hold (his) office for the term of two years, or until 
successor is appointed and qualified; and shall execute a bo 
‘in the penal sum of two thousand dolfars, with two good 
sufficient sureties, to be approved by the Secretary o£ the Te 
tory, conditioned upon the faithful discharge of his off 
duties. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall h 
power to adopt a course of studies, and rules and regulatk 
for all publie schools in the Territory : and shall haye and 
a seal, and authorize the printing of all regulations and cin 
lars necessary to carry their provisions into effect, and shall 
port to the Governor biennially, on or before the first day 
December of the years in which the regular sessions of the 
islature are held. The Governor shall transmit said report to 
Legislature, and whenever it is ordered printed, a suffid 
number of copies shall be delivered to the Superintenden! 
Public Instructiou to furnish two copies to be deposited in 
Territorial Library, and one copy to eaeh Superintend 
(county) of Common Sehools, to be held by him as publie pr 
erty, and delivered to his successor in ofice, and one copy 
each local sehool officer within the Territory. Said report sj 
contain a statement of the condition of the public schools in 
Territory ; full statistical tables, by countics, showing, am 
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her statisties, the number of school children in the Territory, 
he number attending publie schools, and the average attend- 
nce; the number attending private schools; the amount raised 
y county and district taxes, or from other sources of revenue, 
rschool purposes; the amount expendcd for salaries of teach- 
s and for building and furnishing school honses, and the 
d of the plans for the management and improvement of 
thools. 
Sec. 2. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall pre- 
are and cause to be printed suitable forms for making all 
ports and conducting all necessary proceedings under this act, 
id shall transmit them to the local school officers and teachers, 
ho shall be governed in accordance therewith. He shall fur- 
sh each Superintendent of Common Schools with suitable 
iplomas and certificates, and shall prepare a school register, 
üch shall be furnished to each school and school district in 
he Territory. 
BEC. 38. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent of Public In- 
rugtion to travel in the different counties of the Territory where 
mmon schools are taught, so far as possible without neglect- 
g his other official duties, during at least three months in each 
ar for the purpose of visiting schools, of consulting with 
ounty Superintendents, and of addressing publie assemblies 
subjeets pertaining to publie sehools; and his necessary 
veling expenses, not exceeding three hundred dollars in any 
e year, Shall be paid out of any fund in the treasury not oth- 
wise appropriated. 
SEC. 4. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall keep 
s ofice at some place where there is a post office, and he shall 
ceive a salary of twelve hundred dollars per annum, which 
all be paid quarterly out of the Territorial treasury. 
SEC. 5. All necessary expenditures of money incurred by the 
iperintendent of Public Instruction, for rent, fuel, postage. 
inting (and) expressage, not exceeding two hundred dollars 
"ny one year, shall be paid out of any fund in the treasury 
t otherwise appropriated, and the Territorial Auditor is here- 
authorized to issue his warrant on the Treasurer for the 
me 
SEC. 6. The Superintendent shall, at the expiration of his term 
office, deliver over on demand to his successor all property, 
oks, documents, maps, records, reports and all other papers 
longing to his office, or whieh may have been received by him 
r the use of his office. 
SEC. 7. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer of each 
unty: rst, To receive and hold all school moneys as a spe- 
l deposit, and to keep a separate account of their disburse- 
ent to the several school districts which shall be entitled to re- 
ive them according to the apportionment of the County Super- 
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intendent of Common Schools. Second, To notify the Cow 
Supetintendent of Common Schools of the amount of cou 
school fund in the county treasury subject to apportionme 
whenever required, and to inform said Superintendent of t 
amount of school moneys belonging to any other fund subj 
to apportionment. Third, To pay all warrants drawn on co 
ty or district school moneys in accordance with the provisio 
of this act, whenever such warrants are countersigned byt 
District Clerk and properly endorsed by the holders. ourt 
To make annually, during the month of September of each y 
a financial report for the ast preceding school and fiscal y: 
ending with August 81st, to the County Superintendent of Co 
mon Schools, in such form as may be required by him. 

Sec. 8. A County Superintendent of Common Schools sh 
be elected in each organized county in this Territory at the g 
eral election preceding the expiration of the term of office of t 
present Incumbent, and every two years thereafter, who sh 
take (the) office on the first Monday in December next succ 
ing his election, and hold:for two years, or until his succes 
is elected and qualified. He shall take the oath or affirmati 
of office, and shall give an official bond to the county, ina s 
to be fixed by the Board of County Commissioners of 
county. The County Commissioners of any county shall, 
appointment, fill any vacaucy that may occur 4n the office 
County Superintendent, until the next general election. 

Sec. 9. The County Superintendent shall apportion all sch 
moneys to the school districts, in accordance with the prov 
ions of this act, quarterly, and he may make apportionme 
at such other times as may be required or deemed necessary | 
the convenience of school officers. He shall certify to thes 
eral District Clerks and County Treasurer the amounts so 
portioned to the several districts, and the Trustees shall d 
their warrants on the County Treasurer in favor of persons e 
tled to receive the same. Such warrants shall show for w 
purpose the money is required, and no such warrants shall 
drawn unless there is money in the treasury to the credit 
such district. ] 

SEC, 10. The County Superintendent shall have power, a 
it shall be his duty: 1. To visit each school iu his county 
least once a year. 2. To distribute promptly all reports, la 
forms, circulars, and. instructions which he may receive for 
use of school officers and. teachers from the Superintenden 
Public Instruction. 3. To report to the Superintendent of P 
lie Instruction, annually, during the month of October, for 
school year ending August 81st next preceding, such statis 
as may be required of him. 4. To examine all persons who 
wish to become teachers in his county, and if they are com 
tent, and of good moral character, he shall give snch. person 
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ertificate, certifying the relative standing in each study ře- 
wired by law to be taught in the publie schools, and such 
ther studies as may be authorized by the Trustees of the dis- 
ict in which the eee proposes to teach, and that he or she 
s qualified to teach in said county. Such certificate shall hold 
ood fer the term of two years, but may be revoked sooner by 
he Superintendent, for good canse. The Superintendent shall 
receive the sum of two dollars from all teachers examined by 

im. 5. To enforce the course of study adopted by the Terri- 
orial Superintendent of Public Instruction. 6. To enforce the 
ules and. regulations required in the examination of teachers. 
. To keep on file, and preserve in his office, the biennial report 
f the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 8. To keep, in 
good aud well-bound book, to he furnished by the County 
Jommissioners, a record of his official acts. 9. To carefully 
reserve all reports of school officers and teachers, and at the 
‘lose of his term of office deliver to his successor all records, 
poks, documents, and papers belonging to the ofilee, taking a 
receipt for the same, which shall be filed in the office of the 
jounty Clerk. 

Src. 11. If the County Superintendent fails to make a full 
nd correct report to the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
fall statements required to be made by Jaw, he shall forfeit 
he sum of one hundred dollars from his salary, and the Board 
t County Commissioners are hereby authorized and required 
o deduct therefrom the sun: aforesaid, upon information from 
he Superintendent of Public Instruction that such reports-have 
ot been made. 


SEc. 12. The County Superintendent shall have power to 
dminister oaths and affirmations to School Trustees, Assess- 
rs, Collectors, teachers and other persons, in all official 
matters connected with or relating to schools, but shall not 
lave power to make or collect any charge or fee for so 
oing. 

‘Sec. 13. The County Superintendent shall have power, and 
tshall be his duty to appoint Trustees and District Clerk, 
or any district which, from any cause, fails to elect at the 
egular time; to appoint Trustees and District Clerk to fill 
'aeancies; to appoint Trustees and District Clerk for any new 
istrict: Provided, however, that when a new district is organ- 
zed, such of the Trustees and District Clerks of the old district 
Sreside within the limits of the new one, shall be Trustees and. 
istrict Clerk of the new one, and the vacancies in the old 
istrict shall be filled by appointment. 

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of every County Superintendent 
o0 inquire and ascertain whether the boundaries of school 
stricts in his county are definitely and plainly described in 
he records of the Board of County Commissioners, and to 
; 
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keep in his office a full and correct transcript of sueh bound 
aries Incase the boundaries of districts are conflicting 6 
incorrectly described, he shall change, harmonize and descrih 
them, and make a report of such action to the Commissioner 
and on being ratified by the Commissioners, the boundari 
and descriptions so made shall be the legal boundaries ani 
descriptions of the districts’ of that county. The Comp 
Superintendent shall furnish the several District Clerks wif 
descriptions of the boundaries of their respective distriets. — | 

SEC. 15. Each County Superintendent, except when other 
wise provided by statute, shall receive such salary and hk 
reasonable traveling expenses, not to exceed ten dollars 
district, to be estimated and allowed by the Board of Count 
Commissioners, which shall be paid quarterly out of the count 
general fund in the same manner as other couuty officers an 
paid. Provided, That such compensation shall not exceed th 
sum of one dollar for each school census scholar in his eounty 
exclusive of traveling expenses, and that he shall be allowed 
in addition to his salary, a sum for postage and expressage 
payable out of the county school fund, equal to one dollar fo 
each school district in the county. 

SEC. 16. For the purpose of organizing a new district, orf 
the subdivision of, or change in the boundaries of an old one 
except as provided in section (14) fourteen, at least five head 
of families must present a petition to the County Superintend 
ent, setting forth the boundaries of the new district asked for 
or the change in the boundaries desired, with the reasons f 
the same. The County Superintendent shall, after giving du 
notice to all parties interested, transmit the petition to th 
Board of County Commissioners, with his approval or disa 
proval, and sueh changes in the boundaries as he may dee 
necessary oradvisable. ‘Phe Commissioners shall establish th 
district, as approved by the County Superintendent: Pr 
vided, That by a vore of. the Board, they may establish tl 
district in accor ianee with the original prayer ot the petition 
or such other modification as they may choose to make, t 
may reject it. In any case of alleged hardship, any head of 
family, parent or guardian, may make a statement of the fac 
to the Board of Commissioners, and if, in the Judgment of th 
Board, good cause be shown forsuch transfer, he may be trans 
ferred to another district. 

Src. 17. No new district formed by the subdivision of an ol 
one shall be entitled to any share of the public moneys belong 
ing to the old district until a school has been actually com 
menced in such new district and unless within cight month 
from the action of the Commissioners a school is opened, th 
action making anew district shall be void, and all elections 
appointment of Trustees made in consequence of such actio 
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and all rights and offices of the parties so elected or appointed, 
shall cease and determine; and all taxes which may have been 
levied in such old district shall be valid and binding upon the 
veal and personal property of the new district, and shall be col- 
ected and paid into the school fund of the district. 

Sec. 18. When a new district is formed by the division of an 
ald one, it shall be entitled to a just share of the school moneys 
tothe credit of the old district, after the payment of all out- 
standing debts atthe time when school was actually commenced 
in such new district; and the County Superintendent shall 
divide and apportion such remaining moneys, and such as 

ay afterward be apportioned to the old district, according to 
he number of census children resident in each district, for 
which purpose he may order a census to be taken. 

SEC. 19. Whenever a district is formed lying partly in two 
idjoining counties, the Clerk of the district shall report to each 
‘ounty Superintendent the number of children in the district 
esiding in his county. ln the same manner, the Trustees and 
eacher shall make z distinct and separate report of all 
chool statistics; and a teachers certificate granted by the 
ounty Superintendent of one county, shall be valid for both 
ounties. 

Suc. 20. The Board of Trustees of each school district shall 
ave custody of all school property belonging to the district, 
d shall have power, in the name of the district, or in their 
wn names, as Trustees of the district, to convey by deed all 
heinterest of their district in or to any school house or lot 
irected. to be sold by vote of the district; and all conveyances 
freal estate made to the district or to the Trustees thereof, 
shall be made to the Board of Trustees of the district and to 
heir successors in office. Said Board, in the name of the 
listrict, shall have power to transact all business necessary 
for maintaining schools and protecting the rights of the dis- 
net. : 4 
SEC. 21. An annual school meeting for the election of School 
Trustees and District Clerks shall be held in each district, on 
ie last Saturday in August of each year, at the district school 
louse, if there be one, and if there be none, ata place to be 
lesignated by the Board of Trustees. The Trustees shall post 
mitten or printed notices thereof, specifying the day, time, and 
lace of meeting, in at least three public places in the district, 
ne of whieh shallbe the school house, atleast six days pre- 
lous to the time of meeting; but no such meeting shall be 
egal for the want of due notice. All elections shall be held 
y ballot, and the Trustees shall have power to determine the 
ours which the ballot-box shall be kept open, having given 
luc notice thereof iu the posted notice of election. Every 
lector legally qualified to vote at any general election, being a 
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a» resident of the school district, and a taxable inhabitant thereo 
-^ shall be entitled to vote. Any person offering to vote máy 
challenged by any legally qualified elector of the district, a 
the Chairman of the Board of Trustees shall tliereupon admi 
ister to the person challenged an oath, in substance as follow 
** You do swear (oraffirm) that you are a citizen of the Unit 
States ; that you are twenty-one years of age, according to t 
best of your information and belief ; that you have resided i 
this Territory twenty days next preceding this election, a 
that you are a taxable resident of this school distriet, and th 
you have not before voted this day." If he shall refuse to ta 
the oath his vote shall be rejected, and any person guilty 
illegal voting shall be punished: ns provided in the general ele 
tion law of this Territory. The Trustees shall be the inspecto 
and judges of elections, and if they are not present at the time f 
opening the polls, then the clectors present may appoint t 
officers of election. A poll and tally list shall be kept by t 
Clerk of the Board of Trustees, and with the exeeptions me 
tioned in this section, the election shall,be conducted as far 
practicable inthe form and manner of the general election. An 
one of the old Trustees shall have power to administer to an 
Trustees elect the oath of office, and the Clerk of Blection sh 
issue the certificate of election to any Trustees elect, who sha 
forward it, with the oath attached or endorsed thereon, to t 
County Superintendent of Publie Schools. ` 
Sec. 22. In all organized districts in which elections hay 
been previously held, one Trustee shall be elected for the te 
of three years, and if there are vacancies to be filled, a sufficie 
number to fill them for the unexpired terms; and the ball 
shall specify the respective terms for which each Trustee is 
be elected. In new distriets, acting under Trustees appointe 
by the County Superintendent, three Trustees shall be elect 
for one, two, and three years respectively. Trustees elect sha 
take office immediately after qualifying, and shall hold offi 
until their successors are elected and qualified, or appointed b 
the County Superintendent and qnalified. Any Trustee ele 
who shall fail to qualify within ten days after being elect 
shall forfeit all right to the office, and the County Superinten 
ent shall appoint to fill the vacancy. 


Src. 28. Whenever any new district is formed by ordinan 
of the Board of Commissioners, within thirty days thereatter 
special school meeting may be called by notice of any thr 
legal voters of said district, and such meeting shall be co 
ducted in the manner and form prescribed in this act fort 
annual school meetings for the election of Trustees. Such ne 
distriet shall be eonsidered organized whenever any two of t 
Trustees elected shall have qualified. and the record of tl 
District Clerk shall be prima facie evidence of the lega] orga 
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tion of the district, and the district shàll be designated by 
umbers. 

Sec. 24. No district school meeting, annual or special, shall 
e organized before nine o'clock a. x., or closed before twelve 
‘clock m., or kept open less than one hour; and in all dis- 
ries in which the number of youth and children between 
our and twenty-one years of age equals or exceeds three hun- 
red, the polls shall be kept open from two o'clock P. x. until 
unset. 

Sec. 25. It shall be the duty of the District Clerk to record all 
roceedings of the Board in a suitable record-book ; to record 
the same book the proceedings of the annual school meetings, 
rof special school meetings, and to keep an accurate and 
etailed account of all .receipts and expenditures of school 
oneys. At each annual school meetings, or of special school 
eetings, and to keep an accurate and detailed account of all 
eceipts and expenditures of school moneys. At each annual 
chool meeting the District Clerk shall present his record-book 
or public inspection, and shall make a statement of the finan- 
ial condition of the district and of the action of the Trustees : 
rovided, That the record shall be open to the inspection of 
he public. 

Suc. 26. Every Board of Trustees, unless otherwise especially 
rovided by law, shall have power, and it shall be their duty : 
First.—To employ, and, for sufficient cause, dismiss teach- 
rs, mechanies and laborers, and to fix, alter, allow, and order 
id their salaries and compensation. 

Second. —To enforce the rules‘ and general regulations of the 
erritorial Superintendent of Public Instruction for the govern- 
ent of school pupils and teachers, and to enforce the course 
{study adopted in pursuance of Territorial law. .... 

T hird.—To provide and pay for school furniture and appar- 
tus, and such other articles, materials and dp pie as may be 
ecessary for school use, or for the use of the School Board. 
_Fourth.—To suspend or expel pupils from school, and in 
ities or large towns to exclude from school pupils under six 
ins of age where the interests of the school require such ex- 
usion, 
Fifth.—To rent, furnish, repair and insure school houses. 
Sizth.—To build or remove school houses and purchase or 
ll school lots, when the Trustees may be directed by a vote 
f the district so to do. A 
Seventh.—To purchase personal property, and to receive, 
se, and hold in fee, in trust for their district, town or city, 
ny 2 all real or personal property for the benefit of the schools 
ereof, 


Highth.—To provide hooks. for indigent children, on the 
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written statement of the teacher that the parents of such chil 
ren are not able to purchase them. 

` Ninth.—TYo require all pupils to be furnished with suita 
books as a condition of membership in the school. 

Tenth.—To exclude from school and school libraries 
books, tracts, papers, or catechism of a sectarian or politi 
character. 

: Hleventh.—To require every teacher to keep a school reg 
er. 

T'welfth.—To require teachers to make such annual repo 
as may be required by the Superintendent of Public Inst 
tion. 

T hirveenth.—To make an annual report during the month 
September of each year, for the school year next preceding, 
the County Superiutendent, in the manner and form and ont 
»lanks preseribed by the Superintendent of Public Instr 
tion. 

Fourtleenth.—To make a report, whenever required, direc 
to the Territorial Superintendent of Public Instruction, of t 
text-books used in their schools. : 

Sec. 27. It shall be the duty of the District Clerk to ta 
annually, between the twentieth and thirtieth days of Nov 
ber of each year, an exact census of all children and youth 0 
four and under twenty-one years of age, residing in the distri 
and shall specify the number and sex of such children, and i 
names of their parents or guardians. He shall state spi 
eally and separately a census of all children under four y 


and all children who-may be absent from home, attendi 
boarding schools and private seminaries of learning, shall 
included by the District Clerk in the census list of the ci 

. town, or district in which their parents reside, and shall not 

#2 taken by the District Clerk of the city, town or district wh 
they may be attending such private institution of learni 
He shall make a full report thereof, on blanks furnished 
that purpose, under oath, to the County Superintendent, on 
before the first day of December thereafter, and deliver a co 
to the School Trustees. The District Clerk shall be paid 
the Board of Trustees from the county school money to 
credit of the district, in the same manner as other conting 
expenses are paid, at a rate not exceeding ten cents fore 
name returned by him. 

SEC. 28. The District Clerk of each district shall provide 
school supplies authorized by this act, and shall keep ! 
school house in repair during the time school is taught there 
and shall keep an accurate record of all expenses by him 
on account of the-school, which account shall be audited h 
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Sec. 830. Any Board of Trustees shall have power to make, 
rangements with the Trustees of any adjoining district for the 
tendance of such children in the school of either district as 
ay be best accommodated. therein, and to transfer the school 
oneys due, by apportionment, to such children, to the district 
which they may attend school. 
Src. 31. Every school, unless otherwise provided by special 
w, shall be open for the admission of all children bétween five 
d twenty-one years of age residing in that school district, 
d the Board of Trustees shall have power to admit adults and 
ildren not residing in the district, whenever good reasons 
ist for such exception. 
Sec. 82. All schools shall be taught in the English language, 
d instruction shail be given in the following branches, viz.: 
ding, writing, orthography, arithmetic, geography, English 
mmer and history of the United States; and such other 
udies as may be deemed necessary, may be authorized by the 
stees of tlie district. Instruction shall be. given during the 
tire school course; in manners and morals; and laws of health, 
d due attention shall be given to such physical exercises for 
We pupils as may be conducive to health and vigor of -body as 
dl as mind, and to the ventilation and temperature of the 
hool rooms. 


Sec. 33. The education of children of African descent shall 
provided for in separate schools. Upon the written applica- 
nof the parents and guardians of at least ten such children 
any Board of Trustees, a separate school shall be established 
r the education of such children, and the education of a less 
mber may be provided for by the Trustees in separate schools 
any ather manner, and the same laws, rules and regulations 
ich apply to schools for white children, shall apply to schools 
r colored children. 

Sec. 34. No books, tracts, papers, catechisms, or other pub. 
ations of a partisan, sectarian, or denominational character 
all be used or distributed in any schools; neither shall any 
litical, sectarian, or denominational doctrine be taught there- 
;and any school district, the officers of which shall knowingly 
ow any school to be taught in violation of these provisions, 
ll forfeit all right to any county apportionment of school 
pheys, and upon satisfactory evidence of such violation, the 
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County Superintendent shalt withhold its county apportia 
ment. | 


fix as the school day a less number of hours than six, provid 
it be not less than four, for any primary school under thi 
charge, and any teacher may dismiss any and all scholars und 
eight years of age in any incorporated village, town or city 
after an attendance of four hoursa day, exclusive of an inte 
mission at noon. 

Src. 36. All pupils who may be attending public schoo 
shall comply with the regulations established in pursuance d 
law for the government of such schools; shall pursue the

Src. 87. Every teacher eu ployee in any public school sha

report shall be furnished to the District Clerk. Any teach 
who shall end any school term before the close of the sch 
year shall make a report to the County Superintendent imm 
diately after the close of such term; and any teacher who ma 
be teaching any school at the close of the school year shall, i 
. his or her annual report, include all statistics from the sch 
register for the entire school year, notwithstanding any p 
vious report for a part of the year. Teachers shall make su 
additional reports as may be required in pursuance of law, 
the Territorial Superintendent of Public Instruction. N 
Board of Trustees shall draw any order or warrant, fort 
salary of any teacher for the last month of his or her servic 
until the reports herein required shall have been made a 
received. 

Src. 88. Every teacher shall keep a school register in t 
manner provided therefor, and no Board of Trustees shall dm 
any warrant for the salary of any teacher for the last month 
his or her services in school, at the end of any term or ye 
until they shall have received a certificate from the Dist 
Clerk that the said register has been properly kept, the su 
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aries made and the statistics entered, or until, by personal 
xamination, they shall have satisfied themselves that it has 
een done. Teachers shall faithfully enforce in school the 
ourse of study and the regulations prescribed in pursuance of 
w;andif any teacher shall willfully refuse, or neglect to 
omply with such requisition, then the Board of Trustees shall 
e authorized to withhold any warrant for salary due, until 
uch teacher shall comply therewith. No teacher shall be 


Sec. 39. In every contract, whether written or verbal, be- 
ween any teacher and any Board of Trustees, a school month 
hall be construed and taken to be twenty school days, of four 
eeks of five school days each, and no teacher shall be re- 
ured to teach school on Saturdays, the fourth day of July, 
he first day of January, and. Christmas-day, and no deduction 
om the teacher's time or wages shall be made by reason of 
he fact that a school day happens to be one of the days re- 
red to jn this section as a day on which school shall not 

etaught. Any contract made in violation of the provisions 
t bos section shall have no force or effect as against the 
acher. 
Sec. 40. Every teacher shall have power to hold every pupil 
oa strict accountability, in school, for any disorderly conduct 
nthe way to or from school, or on the grounds of the school, 
rduring intermission or recess; to suspend frem school any 
upil for good cause: Provided, That such suspension shall be 
eported by the teacher to the Trustees as soon as practicable, 
nd their decision shall be final. 
Src. 41. It shall be the duty of all teachers to endeavor to 
press on the minds of their pupils the principles of morality, 
rath, justice and patriotism ; to teach ‘them to avoid idleness, 
rofanity and falsehood, and to instruct them in the princi- 
les of a free government, and to train them up to a true com- 
rehension of the rights, duties, and dignity of American 
itizenship.
